A curious shaped gold ring 
said to have once been a part of the jewels of a British king, and 
which tallies in detail with one which disappeared from the 
English court in 1619 and has since been listed on the records as 
of unknown whereabouts, was found by Charles Burns, in the 
sandbar near Thimble Islands, while on a clamming trip.
